‘ ARES LE A 
“LIBERAL” PARTIES. 

Certain chiefs ot sometime chiefs of 
the Progressive Party met in Chicago 
last week and put.out feelers for a 
hand. in the management of the Re- 
publican Party. Mr. CuHrEster H. 
RowELL, the Progressive who became 
Chairman of Hizam JoHNSON’s Repub- 
lican Central Committee of California, 
came from the Chicago conference to 
explain in New York the taking of Mr. 
JoHNSON and the leaving. of Mr. 
HuvuGueEs by that State, to catch a Tar- 
tar on Morningside Heights and to fore- 
gather with the Republican and Pro- 
gressive bigwigs here and re-echo the 
Chicago pleading of Progressives to 
the Old Guard for places in the organ- 
ization of the Republican Party, .so 
disunitedly “ united.” 

Meanwhile, MatrHew Hae of Bos- 
ton has called a council in this city. of 
old Progressive National Committee- 
men and Organization Committeemen. 
These Progressives, Wilson Progres- 
sives naturally, refuse to join their less 
austere brethren who ask the Repub- 
lican Old Guard for representation on 
the Republican Executive Committee. 
to Mr. HAaLe, they are

THE NAVAL OUTLOOK. 

There is a general ,fecling in this 
country that the navy is in a good 
condition, and the promise of exten- 
sion and needful improvement all that 
eould be expected... The annual re- 
port of Secretary DANIELs satisfied all 
but the chronic griumblers that he is 
thoroughly alive to the necessity of 
pushing forward the building program 
without regard to.its‘cost.

FEDERAL PAY INCREASES. 

A. prospective deficit of over $185,- 
000,000 at the end of the next fiscal 
year naturally ‘invites the altruists of 
Congress to make a little bigger hole 
in the Treasury. A ‘horizontal in- 
crease la proposed of the pay of em-" 
ployés: in the executive departments 
who now get $1,800 « year or less. 
An attempt will be made to raise the 
salaries of District of Columbia em- 
ployés in the same way. “The Amer- 
ican Federation: of Labor has ap- 
pointed committees.to urge upon 
Congress a scale of wage and salary 
increases ranging from 10 to 33 1-3 
per cent. Thus the cost of living is 
to be adjusted, in the case of certain 
groups, by increasing the -cost of 
government and cost of living for the 
rest of us. 

Whatever sympathy the Govern- 

ment employé at Washington may 
be entitled to in his struggle with the 
risen and rising cost of living, it 
should not be forgotten that his con- 
ditions of service are Gasy, his em- 
ployment permanent, his’ hours not 
long, his. vacation longer than most 
employés “of private concerns. get. 
Nor should it be forgotten that if 
higher pay is now. voted him it will 
mean a permanent increase in the 
charges of the Government, enormous, 
all but incredible, already. Once up, 
these. salaries will never come down. 
The ‘cost’ of government, national, 
State, and municipal, is itself a cause 
of the high cost of living. It is a 
qiéer political ée6nomiy that finds the- 
remedy in promoting thé disease. 
* Washington is a colony of. office- 
holders. The Government clerks, col- 
lectively, have considerable influence. 
Many of them are known to or are 
protégés of Congressmen. In their 
natural interest and concern for that 
great family at Washington, however, 
Congress should not lose sight of the 
rest of the country, of the pinch un- 
dergone by millions: whom a benevo- 
lent Congress will not relieve by. put- 
ting up still further the price of gov- 
‘ernment. Is it just the time to’ dis- 
tribute largesse? Even if party plat- 
forms calling for economy are a form 
of fiction, that $185,000,000 deficit 
will be a fact. 

It ls a class benefit that is cegntem- 
plated. Will some other class be 
mulcted for the Dill? 

Mofeover, a horizontal increase is an 
unjust and unwise method. There 
should be a discrimination fotinded on 
merit. Nor, though it may seem hard 
to say so, is it necéssarily the smaller 
or smallest salaries that should be put 
up first. This’ very Congréss’ con- 
sented to the lowering of the pay of 
the members of the Tariff Commission 
from $10,000 to $7,500. Jealousy, 
rather than economy, must have 
prompted the reduction. As a result, 
several men of acknowledged, of the 
highest, competency, have declined 
appointment ‘to that body, whose work 
will be, or should be, of so great tm- 
portance to the country. They simply 
cannot. afford to’ serve. Congress 
chose not to make the compensation 
proportionate’ to’ the training, ‘the 
knowledge, the experience, and the 
intellect required. 

Membérs of the Cabinet and Ambas- 
sadors cannot Jong remain in. office 
unless they are rich men...

The commission adds that it does not 
intend to intimate, that the Govern- 
ment’s present policy concerning do- 
mestic combinatjons should be changed 
in any way. It believes that the pro- 
posed combinations can be used with- 
out any injurious effect upon the home 
market, 

In :several industries, notably by 
producers of lumber, there has been 
some preparation for united effort, and 
preliminary . steps have been taken. 
Investigations in: Europe haye been 
made and special committees have 
been appointed here to. consider and 
propose plans? Inquiries by lumber 
agents may have been stimulated by 
the estimate of the head. of the Bu- 
reau of Domestic and Foreign Com- 
merce that 1,000,000,000 feet. of lum- 
ber will be needed by importing Euro- 
pean countries in the first year after 
the end of the war. A vote of about 
8 to 1 in the House for the bill war- 
rants expectation that it will be a 
law, and has justified exporting manu- 
fatturers in making plans which in 
themselves cannot be unlawful. 

But organization must be deferred 
and no combination or pool can begin 
work abroad until final. action upon 
the bill has beén taken. It should be 
considered and pressed to a vote in 
the early days of the session. Before 
the end of the year exporting manu- 
facturers should be free to complete 
their plans and. to begin. their co- 
operative work in foreign countries.
